IRIS  CULTURE 

Irises  are  not  particular  as  to  soil,  but 
the  bearded  varieties  in  general  prefer 
an  alkaline  rather  than  an  acid  soil. 
They  need  plenty  of  sunshine  and  good 
drainage  and  are  able  to  withstand 
severe  drought  if  well  established.  Beard¬ 
less  and  crested  sorts,  including  the 
Siberians  and  Spurias,  do  best  in  an  acid 
soil  with  plenty  of  moisture,  also  some 
kinds  need  partial  shade.  Bearded  Irises 
should  be  planted  with  the  tops  of  the 
rhizomes  level  with  the  top  of  the 
ground,  except  in  the  case  of  late  fall 
planting  when  they  should  be  more 
deeply  covered  to  prevent  heaving.  We 
will  gladly  send  a  leaflet  giving  more  de¬ 
tailed  instructions  on  Iris  planting  and 
care  to  anyone  who  requests  it. 

TIME  TO  PLANT 

Bearded  Irises  may  be  transplanted  any 
time  in  the  spring,  summer  or  fall,  but 


we  strongly  recommend  fall  planting  for 
the  South  and  Middle  West  where  sum¬ 
mers  are  usually  hot  and  dry.  Further 
North  the  summer  months  are  the  best 
time  for  transplanting.  Unless  we  are 
otherwise  instructed  we  will  assume  that 
our  customers  want  immediate  shipment 
of  their  orders.  Prompt  shipment  will  be 
made  except  when  digging  is  delayed  by 
rain  or  other  causes  over  which  we  have 
no  control.  A  few  of  the  very  newest 
varieties  of  which  our  stocks  are  limited 
will  not  be  delivered  before  August 
Beardless  Irises  will  be  shipped  in  the 
fall  or  early  spring.

A  self  is  an 
Iris  of  uniform  color,  a  bicolor  has 
standards  of  one  color  and  falls  of  a 
deeper  shade,  a  plicata  is  a  light  or  white 
flower  marked  or  stippled  with  a  darker 
shade  particularly  on  the  margins,  a  varie- 
gata  has  falls  of  red,  brown  or  red- 
purple  and  yellow  standards,  an  amoena 
has  white  standards  and  colored  falls, 
and  a  blend  is  a  combination  of  two  or 
more  colors.  Intermediates  are  early 
flowering  sorts  resulting  from  crosses 
between  tall  bearded  Irises  and  dwarfs. 
The  first  intermediates  were  intermedi¬ 
ate  in  size,  height  and  season  of  bloom, 
but  the  newer  ones  are  as  large  and  tall 
as  tall  bearded  varieties.

Fall  blooming  Irises  bloom  both  spring 
and  fall.  We  have  thought  a  long  grow¬ 
ing  season  with  ideal  fall  conditions 
necessary  for  re-blooming,  but  with  the 
rapid  spread  of  this  group  and  trial  by 
understanding  gardeners  over  all  sec¬ 
tions  including  New  England  and  some 
of  the  Northern  States,  we  are  learning 
that  ideal  growing  conditions  and  more 
especially  adequate  moisture  throughout 
the  summer  to  promote  rapid  new 
growth  has  fully  as  much  influence  on 
re-blooming  as  the  longer  Southern  sea¬ 
sons.  Another  important  factor  in  en¬ 
couraging  the  formation  of  fall  blooms 
is  frequent  transplanting.  Strong  young 
plants  have  a  better  chance  to  mature 
the  side  shoots  necessary  for  second 
blooms.  The  Sass  Brothers  have  been 
pioneers  in  the  rapid  development  of 
these  re-bloomers,  but  other  hybridizers 
are  now  making  important  contribu¬ 
tions.  We  have  many  interesting  seed¬ 
lings  of  our  own,  and  we  shall  continue 
to  specialize  in  fall  bloomers.  Our  cus¬ 
tomers  from  as  far  North  as  New  Eng¬ 
land,  Michigan,  Illinois  and  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia  report  fall  blooms  on 
plants  grown  outdoors  without  special 
protection.

Prices  are 
for  standard  three-  to  five-eye  divisions 
guaranteed  true  to  name.  Delivery  of 
Peonies  will  begin  in  late  September  and 
continue  until  freezing  weather.  All 
orders  will  be  acknowledged  and  filled 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 
Peony  orders  amounting  to  $3  or  more 
will  be  shipped  by  prepaid  parcel  post 
or  express,  whichever  is  cheaper.  Orders 
for  less  than  $3  must  include  25  cents 
for  postage. 

Peonies  do  best  in  rich  soil.  Use  fertili¬ 
zer  or  well  rotted  manure  if  your  soil 
needs  it,  but  do  not  allow  fertilizer  to 
come  in  direct  contact  with  the  roots. 
Peonies  are  shipped  in  damp  moss,  but 
they  should  be  soaked  in  water  for  a  few 
hours  before  planting.  In  planting,  be 
careful  not  to  cover  the  roots  too  deep; 
the  eyes  or  buds  should  not  be  covered 
more  than  two  inches.  All  plants  will  be 
carefully  labeled  and  packed.
